DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The examiner acknowledges replacement drawings filed 17 April 2000. However, 
corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this application because 
the drawings are informal, with hand-drawn numbers and images. Applicant is advised to 
employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings.

The prior art fails to teach or suggest the claimed 
superconducting motor comprising, inter alia, a laminated support member that supports the 
superconducting windings. . .; the laminated support member including laminations, a first set of 
laminations oriented in a first orientation and a second set of laminations oriented in a second 
orientation different than the first orientation (claims 1 and 17).
